Some good judges of the situation 
regard these intimations as being put forth simply to 
ound public opinion in the matter, and public opin- 
‘on is very likely to declare that freight rates are 
high enough as they are. 








A NEW monthly journal devoted to the interests of 
he copper, brass, bronze and aluminum industries has 
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just appeared in Detroit, Michigan, under the name 
of “Copper and Brass.” It purposes to deal with all 
matters concerning the non-ferrous metals, from the 
mine to the finished product. E. R. Kranich is named 
as publisher and R. Marshall as editor, with Walter 
C. Boynton as associate. The leading articles in the 
first issue are by H. M. Lane and Paul Leake. The 
publishers say they are willing that the paper should 
be judged upon its merits and they can be congratu- 
lated upon the appearance and contents of their first 
issue. The paper has sprung full-panoplied into the 
field of trade journalism and THe AMERICAN ARTISAN 
extends to it the glad hand of fraternity. 


Recent action by a number of state legislatures in 
enacting two-cent-a-mile laws in apparent revenge 
wis Es the cutting off of the railroad pass 

dae the privileges long enjoyed by legislators, 
Legislatures, as raised the question, what is to be 

the ultimate effect of the public cam- 
paign against the railroad interests of the country? 

Signs are not lacking of a pause for reflection at 
Washington. Talk of conferences between leading 
railroad men and government officials, national and 
state, is in the air. Agitators have been solemnly 
warned that it is time to call a halt or dire events 
may happen, and public opinion, long opposed to rail- 
road interests, begins to show signs of veering towards 
sympathy with them. 

Many protests have been made by the representa- 
tives of the roads themselves. For example, Presi- 
dent J. J. Hill, of the Great Northern Railroad, be- 
fore the Senate committee March 13, said: “I 
think all the railroads of the country have received a 
check they will not get over for many, many years.” 

Benjamin L. Winchell, president of the Rock Island 
system, on the other hand, says: “If the Interstate 
Commerce Commission does its work wisely and 
sanely, as I believe it will do, the railroads have noth- 
ing to fear. They will get even justice, which is all 
they ask. I am relying upon the sound sense of fair- 
ness of the American people to stop, before the situa- 
tion becomes acute financially. It is a mistake to say 
the railroads are retaliating by reducing their service 
and abandoning great enterprises. It is simple pru- 
dence, a bowing to the storm. 

“We are forced to stop building new lines, buying 
cars and other equipment until we know where the 
money is coming from. It is simple business sense 
and no retaliation. I am heartily in accord with any 
plans for the railroad presidents to confer with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. We must take the public more into 
our confidence and break down the distrust. Co-op- 
eration with the government in laudable reforms is a 
good thing.” 

A. J. Earling, president of the St. Paul, takes the 
extreme railroad view when he says: “It seems to 
me a conflagration has been started which will be 
difficult to stop before it has burned itself out. I 
am not an alarmist, but the unwise persecution of the 
railroads by all the legislatures will lead surely to 
serious results. Already millions of dollars in im- 
provements have been abandoned. This te!!s the story 
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for the whole country. It is the first sign of retro- 
gression. I am in hearty sympathy with the plan 
for co-operation with the government.” 

It is not stated just what benefits the railroads ex- 
pect to derive from conferences and co-operation with 
the executive officials of the government. Certain 
statements as to the possible effect upon the roads 
of a continuance of public agitation against them 
would indicate that their representatives are “up in 
the air” as badly as any unbalanced demagogue can 
be. 

The situation demands statesmanlike treatment, 
with forbearance and consideration on both sides. 
The efforts of some of the state legislatures to “get 
even” with the roads are childish and futile, and will 
continue to be so. until men of greater breadth and 
responsibility are induced to don the legislative toga. 

Meanwhile there is a distinct feeling of nervous, 
ness in railroad circles and it is little to be wondered 
at. Our sincere hope is that out of the present mud- 
dle there may be developed better railroad service for 
the entire country, north and south. Earnest efforts 
to this end should be commended, while demagogic 
denunciation of all transportation officials carries with 
it its own condemnation.

A portion of this letter is worthy of 
study by every retailer of hardware, especially by 
those who have not fully convinced themselves of 
the value of an attractive window display. Mr. 
Droegkamp says: 

“Tt does not necessarily take an artist to trim a 
hardware window. ' In my estimation “there is not 
another line of merchandise, with the possible excep- 
tion of dry goods, which can be trimmed so easily 
and to such good advantage as hardware.” 

Mr. Droegkamp speaks from practical experience, 
having paid considerable attention to the subject. 
Without special training or any pretense of expert- 
ness, he has simply done his best to arrange window 
displays that would bring people into the store and 
sell goods, availing himself of the material at hand 
for the purpose in every well stocked hardware store. 
Out of his practical experience he offers the following : 

“If the hardware men in general only knew the 
possibilities of properly decorated show windows, I 
think we would see some marked improvement in 
this direction. It is the cheapest and most direct 
method of advertising known to-day. A few hours 
of work and thought spent on window dressing mean 
dollars in your pocket.” 

This is a phase of the question that is too often 
lost sight of—the direct money benefit to be derived 
by the retailer through careful attention to the dis- 
play windows. Why should any retailer entertain 
a moment’s doubt that window displays pay when 
there is so hearty a chorus of evidence to that effect, 
and none to the contrary? In answer to the question, 
“Does window trimming pay?” the only answer ever 
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heard is a mighty shout of “Aye” from those w’ 5 
know. 

A valuable practical suggestion is included by ).. 
Droegkamp in his letter as follows: 

“Never forget price cards and descriptions. They 
will make your window doubly attractive and at tle 
same time answer many unnecessary questions. An 
article placed in the window with a price card attached 
will appeal much stronger to the intending purchaser 
than if the price were not displayed.” 

In view of the opinions of all the successful con- 
petitors in our recent contest, no better advice could 
possibly be given to our readers in the retail hard- 
ware trade than urging them to devote more carefu! 
attention to their window displays. 








GENERAL astonishment continues to prevail over 
the developments of the recent flurry in the stock 
market and students of economics have 
advanced many theories as to its causes 
Depreciation.

2. High cost of living, due largely to the effect upon 
prices of the great gold production. 

3. Readjustment of values to the higher rates of in- 
terest. 

4. Speculation in land absorbing liquid capital that might 
otherwise be available for commercial enterprises. 

5. Roosevelt and his policy of government regulation of 
the corporations. 

6. Anti-railroad agitation in the various states. 

7. Progress of socialistic sentiment and demagogic at- 
tacks on wealth. 

8. The Harriman investigation and exposure of bad 
practices in high finance. 

9. War between big financial interests. 

10. Over production of securities. 

11. Effect of San Francisco earthquake. 

12. Demonstration to force Roosevelt to do something. 

13. Discounting business reaction. 

14. Bear manipulation.

None of these reasons in itself is sufficient to ac- 
count for the great decline in stocks, says the Wal)

of many developments has worked, at a time of won- 
derful industrial activity and agricultural wealth, to 
bring about one of the most extraordinary stock mar- 
ket reactions in years.

Down in Beardstown, Illinois, the other day a ‘little 
plan was worked whereby the citizens of Beardstown 
and the farmers of the vicinity were thoroughly en- 
lightened on the question of catalogue-house compe- 
tition with the resident merchants. The medium by 
which this laudable object was accomplished was the 
Beardstown paper well named the Weekly Enter- 
prise. The motto of this paper is “Hew to the line, 
let the chips fall where they may,” and it hewed to 
the line all right in this case. 

In pursuance of a plan which had been carefully 
thought out, the Enterprise devoted an entire page 
to a story entitled “A Loyal Church,” which was de- 
scribed as “a Beardstown story with real home char- 
acters.” 

x* * * 

The story described a church meeting supposed to 
have been called to decide upon the purchase of new 
carpets, the funds for which had been forehandedly 
secured by the ladies—God bless ’em! Parson Good- 
man called the meeting to order and very early in 
the proceedings Deacon Titefist moved that they send 
to Chicago and buy carpets of Catchem & Doem, the 
great catalogue house. ~ This raised the entire ques- 
tion of catalogue-house competition and it developed 
that the local merchants had several loyal friends 
among the church members present. The debate waxed 
warm, and hot comparisons were made between the 
goods supplied by the local merchants and those which 
had been sent to the town by mail-order houses. 

In short speeches full of fire and vigor, various 
members of the congregation expressed their opinions 
of the local retailers and recited acts of kindness and 
of charity performed by them, besides relating per- 
sonal experiences of the praiseworthy character of 
their dealings and of their goods. 

Many of the local merchants were thus worked 
into the story by name and duly advertised by the 
speakers in this clever supposititious report of the 
church meeting, and a similar story might well be 
used as a vehicle for interesting write-ups of the local 
merchants in any community.

I quote one of the attacks made upon catalogue 
houses in the Beardstown story, and illustrate the 
manner in which a local hardware dealer was boomed 


in opposition to the cat-houses, as follows: 

“I see one o’ them mail order catalogues down to your 
house t’other day,” Deacon Titefist broke in, rather insinu- 
atingly. ‘ 

“Yes,” assented Hon. Thomas Jones. “The children use 
them for scrap books. My family, however, has no use for 
catalogue houses. Did you ever know of anyone buying a 
satisfactory stove or range from a mail order house? Not 
on your life! They sell you a cheap contraption that is a 
constant source of trouble. Why you can get some of those 
famous Chicago steel ranges, a genuine Beckwith Round 
Oak or a Moore’s airtight heater, a White Lily washing 
machine and a fine gun and ammunition, of H. C. Keil, at 
108 East Main street, right here in Beardstown, and keep the 
business at home. I find everything a housekeeper can want 
in stoves, tinware and kitchen supply lines in splendid stock 
at H. C. Keil’s and I have confidence in the goods because I 
know the man behind them.’ 
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During the debate every possible argument against 
the catalogue houses was duly adduced for the object 
of converting Deacon Titefist to belief in the policy 
of dealing with home merchants, and the conclusion 
of the whole story was that the Deacon ‘lowed he 
had been converted and withdrew his motion to buy 
the church carpets from Catchem & Doem, the order 
being given instead to the local dealers in house fur- 
nishings. 

The author of this form of local campaigning 
against the catalogue houses is understood to be Mr. 
Geo. S. Scales, whose services are said to have been 
in demand in many localities for this class of work. 
Its effectiveness can hardly be questioned.

I learn with considerable surprise from the estimable 
and accurate Michigan Tradesman that “the Phelps 
Hardware Co. of Dexter, Mich., has sold its sock to 
Holmes & Walker of Chelsea, Mich.” 

I take it for ‘granted from this statement that the 
hardware company in question is a one-man concern, 
and that the proprietor has a wooden leg. Other- 
wise he would certainly have had a full set of socks. 
But why sell his one sock in the month of March? 
Why not wait till the balmier days of June or July? 
Is the season so far advanced in Dexter, Mich., that 
a one-legged man can recklessly discard his sole sock? 

And, by the way, what are Messrs. Holmes &

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GASOLENE PRICES ADVANCED. 








An expected increase in prices on gasolene and 
naphtha was announced at the New York offices of 
the Standard Oil Co., March 27. The increase was 
one cent a gallon, and followed an advance effected 
at Cleveland, March 26. The new price quoted is 
26% cents a gallon for naphtha of 73 to 76 degrees 
in 100 cases and over, and 32c for gasolene. Crude 
and refined petroleum for domestic consumption were 
unchanged, but higher prices are said to be due. This 
upward movement is directly due to steadily diminish- 
ing supplies and an increasing demand. Many small 
manufacturing concerns are replacing more expensive 
machinery with gasolene and vapor engines, and this, 
with the preparation of automobiles for summer use, 
is causing a steady drain of stocks. 

The grades affected are auto or motor naphtha, 
varnish makers’ and painters’ deodorized naphtha, and 
stove and 86 degrees gasolene. This is the first 
change in prices in more than two months.

Mr. F. D. Mitchell, secretary-treasurer of the Amer- 
ican Hardware Manufacturers’ Association, 309 
Broadway, New York, has called the attention of the 
members of the association to a report from Special 
Agent Harry R. Burrill, written from Sydney; New 
South Wales, to Washington, in which he furnishes 
some valuable tips on the subject of American cata- 
logues sent through the mails to Australia. He writes: 


“Tons of American catalogues are destroyed every year 
by the customs authorities of Australia for the reason that 
business men here to whom they are addressed by manufac- 
turers and exporters of the United States, decline to pay the 
duty of 3d, or 6 cents in American money, per pound, as- 
sessed on them as advertising matter imported for distribu- 
tion. This is a loss which cannot be estimated in dollars 
and cents. Because of negligence or unfamiliarity with the 
tariff provisions of Australia these descriptive circulars, cata- 
logues, and price lists generally fail to reach their destination, 
and consequently all opportunity for trade which might be ob- 
tained through their perusal is lost. This useless waste of 
money, time, and opportunity can easily be avoided if Ameri- 
can exporters who desire to circularize the trade will discon- 
tinuestheir present methods and adopt a system that will in- 
siire prompt delivery and acceptance of their printed matter.”

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NEW SMELTING PROCESS FOR IRON ORE. 








Consul Orlando H. Baker, of Sydney, N. S. W., 
submits the following claims of a new Australian 
method for reducing iron ores to iron or steel: 


“(1) Lesser cost of plant, which is estimated at-one- 
fifth the cost of a blast furnace and converter of equal 
capacity. (2) A saving in fuel; the consumption be- 
ing 12.46 hundredweight as against 21 hundredweight 
of the old indirect process. (3) Saving in fluxes ; for 
every ton of pure metal produced under the old process 
21 hundredweight of fluxes is required and un- 
der the new process only 2%  hundredweight. 
(4) Saving in labor; under the new process 
the treatment of the ore from the feeding hop- 
per to the ingot truck is absolutely automatic; the 
labor cost, therefore, is reduced to a minimum. (5) 
In the saving of time, which is still more pronounced ; 
under the old system, from entry at the blast furnace 
to the discharge by converters, time occupied is from 
twenty-four to thirty hours; by the new direct process 
pure iron can be made in from two to four hours. 
Summarized, the saving in plant is 80 per cent and in 
cost of production of malleable steel or iron, 25. per 
cent.” 

Works are established in Melbourne for the pur- 
pose of demonstrating the facts set forth and samples 
of the treatment of iron from native ores have been 
submitted to the consul and will be sent by him to the 
address of any person who may desire to make an in- 
vestigation.

SOOT IN THE ATMOSPHERE. 








A scientific investigator in Cincinnati has been try- 
ing to arrive ata definite idea of the amount of soot 
deposited in that city in the course of a: year. One of 
his tests was to place two buckets, three-fourths filled 
with water, on eleven roofs in different parts of the 
city. At the end of three months a careful analysis 
of the contents of the buckets to ascertain the amount 
of carbonaceous matter was made. The result is that 
in the downtown area ‘the falling soot amounts to 541 
tons a month, or eighteen tons daily. Ona square mile 
of the city the soot deposit is 171 tons a month, or 
343,728 pounds, an average.of several pounds to each 
inhabitant. In one of the suburbs the soot in the buck- 
et was 464 grammes to the square’ foot for a period 
of thirty days. For the same time the deposit at a 
central point in the city was 22,550 grammes to the 
square foot.—Architects and Builders Journal.

George H. Hess, president of the Hess Warming & 
Ventilating Company, 906 Tacoma building, Chicago, 
died at San Diego, California, March 23d.

It is easy to cultivate store 
pride in your clerks, but be sure, when you preach 
neatness, as well as courtesy and the other virtues that 
make a good salesman, that you stick to your text 
yourself. 


WHAT. IS AN ADVERTISEMENT? 








An advertisement is a platform from which the 
manufacturer or jobber can address more dealers than 
could be crowded into the largest hall in the world. 

It is a long distance telephone with multiplex con- 
nections ad infinitum by which he can talk to thous- 
ands of dealers. 

It is not only the cheapest circular that can be sent 
through the mails, but it carries greater prestige than 
any other. 

It is a signboard placed where thousands of retailers 
are congregated. 

It is a wireless telegram to the trade. 

It is the electric button which starts the complex 
system of modern business, causing the retailer to 
seek the jobber and the jobber the manufacturer. 

It is a match which when touched to a stock clears 
it out. 

It can open up all the whole consumers’ field for a 
possible market, and give the goods all the show it’s 
worth. 

It can kill the bugaboo, substitution, and put a prop- 
osition above competition—individualize it. 

It can mount a business up to a high notch in a 
shorter time than any selling force ever used. 

It can make a business supremely independent of its 
personal representatives and establish a relat'on and 
a reputation which alone is worth the cost of adver- 
tising. 

It can sell goods at a lower per cent per dollar than 
any possible other way. 

Advertising as a principle is not only an advisa- 
bility, but an absolute necessity for anything which 
has to be sold. 

If a man who has built a business with what is posi- 
tively nothing less than advertising—selling—genius, 
would take the reins out of the hands of the dabblers and 
the theorists and the “clever” writers who tell him he 
must trust his advertising completely to them, and if 
he would put his selling brains to work upon the mat- 
ter of extending his sales by means of printers’ ink, 
and lay down the fundamental, bed-rock principles 
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which must govern it, there would be many more grea: 
advertising successes. 

There is only one man, says “Tad” in an enlight- 
ened contemporary, who is fit to judge advertising 
plans, and he is the man who has guided the selling 
fortunes of a concern, and knows the goods and the 
market. 

He may not have experience and general training 
enough to work out the top-notch advertising policy 
himself alone, but he knows the business, and he can 
think out and judge what advertising men put up to 
him with almost infallible instinct, if fair, thoughtful 
and without conceit.

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Other things being equal a salesman of good pres- 
ence is preferred to one whose personal appearance is 
not prepossesing ; but merely looking well will not sell 
goods. The same rules hold good with the printed ad- 
vertisement. Make your display as attractive as possi- 
ble, but don’t forget that it is what you say, not the 
typographical dress of your announcement, that pro-

I claim it is an extra expense for 
nothing ; as the heat will expand through it, as much 
with the pipe covered as one with no paper on. It 
may be a good thing to cover the pipes where they 
are exposed to cold drafts. 

If the covering was one-half inch thick, why then 
it would do some good. The paper is a conductor of 
heat, as it is made into mats to cook with..and if the 
heat would not penetrate through it, you could not 
use it in cooking. There is quite a controversy over 
it here. I would like to hear from the furnace men 
on_the subject, as to their experience.

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DEFECTS IN GALVANIZED IRON. 





To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

I enclose you samples and photographs of defective 
galvanized iron, which to my notion is getting to be 
too common; that is, defective sheets appear too fre- 
quently. 

Years ago it did happen sometimes that an occa- 
sional sheet would have a defective spot. That, no 


doubt, was in the times when there was a periodic rush 
order to attend to. 

Now the manufacturers of sheets no doubt think 
“any old thing” will go, because no one makes any 





complaint, since they are continually overrun with 
pressing orders. The jobber is satisfied if he gets his 
several carload lots within anything like a reasonable 
length of time, if it is within two weeks or two months, 
so that he can satisfy the small consumer. 

Then the small consumer is the one that catches 
“Hail Columbia” for not exercising more care in not 
throwing out the bad sheet, instead of being compelled 
to use it, and the job turns out bad, on account of a 
careless workman. 

I wouldn’t say anything if the sheet mills manage- 
ment would authorize assorting the perfect from the 
imperfect sheets, mark the same, and sell the imperfect 
grade at,a lower’ price, so that one knows what he is 





buying; but to pay good money for bad metal is too 
one-sided, and all in favor of.the poor, persecuted 
trusts that are certainly not going to the poorhouse. 
The writer has spoken to men who were employed 
as inspectors by the government when deliveries of ma- 
terial were made at designated places. Each sheet was 
handled to see if it came up to specifications. Even a 
suspicious scratch mark would condemn the sheet. As 
small manufacturers don’t buy from our highly es- 
teemed Uncle Samuel the sheet mills management 
ought to exercise more care in the delivery of the 
goods they turn out. It might happen to galvanized 
iron what’has happened to roofing tin in some parts of 
the country, namely, it’s gone to the “demnition bow- 
wows.” Yours truly,

, THAT STEEL SQUARE PROBLEM.

I am still interested in Mr. Jones’s steel square 
problem. I had worked it out with square and 
straight edge along the same lines as Mr. H. E. Os- 
borne, but am not satisfied. What I cannot figure out 
is how the navigating officer of the six-knot ship cal- 
culated the exact angle of the hypothenuse of the 
completed triangle; in other words, how did he de- 
termine the course to lay to intercept the other ship, 
she moving forward all the time. I presume it could 
be worked out by the calculus, but | am not up in the 
higher mathematics so confess myself “‘all at sea.”

To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

I submit herewith the solution of the Steel Square 
problem, which I presented to your readers in your is- 
sue of February 9. The problem was stated as fol- 


lows: 


“Two vessels start from the same point at the same time, 
one running due east at five knots per hour, the other run- 
ning due south at six knots per hour. After they have been 
out 36 hours the one running six knots changes its course 
to overtake the one running at five knots. How far from 
the starting point did the one running at six knots overtake 
the one running at five knots per hour? 

“Take your steel square and solve the problem.” 


The problem is done with two- steel ‘squares, the 
twelfths representing knots. The vessel which is to 
overtake the other traverses the hypotenuse of a 
right-angled triangle, By using one square for the 
6-knot ship and the other for the 5-knot ship the 
problem is solved. 

The vessel running 6 knots per hour was out 216 
miles from port when she changed her course, while 
the one running 5 knots was out 180 miles from port. 
Now when the ship running on the hypotenuse line 
overtook the one on the base line will give the re- 
quired distance from port. By running five-twelfths 
on the base line on one square and six-twelfths on the 
hypotenuse square until the two lines meet it will be 
readily understood how the problem is solved.

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TIN PLATE WORKERS’ WAGES. 








The tin plate workers employed in the tin plate mills 
that signed the Amalgamated Association scale re- 
cently, received the second wage advance this year of 
2 per cent under the sliding scale that now prevails. 
The scale depends on the selling price of coke plates, 
with $3.40 per box of 100 pounds as the basis. Each 
toc advance in selling price over that amount gives 
the tin plate workers an advance of 2 per cent in 
wages. The average selling price of tin plate in Janu- 
ary and February exceeded $3.60. The first advance 
of 2 per cent was made early in January. 

The workers in the tin plate mills of the American 
Sheet & Tin Plate Company will be given an advance 
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of 2 per cent in wages similar to that granted in mills 
which signed the scale of the Amalgamated Associa- 


tion.

WORKING FOR TRADE PROTECTION. 





As a result of the efforts put forth by the officers 
of the National Association of Master Sheet Metal 
Workers it is probable that arrangements will shortly 
be made whereby the sheet metal workers of the coun- 
try will be enabled to enjoy the same kind of trade 
protection that prevails in other trades where the mas- 
ters are well organized. 

One of the first principles of the National Associa- 
tion is as follows: ’ 

“We are opposed to the manufacturers and jobbers selling 
direct to the consumer and shall use all fair means to break 


up the practice and shall give our preference in buying to 
those houses which sell to the trade only.” 


In the March issue of the Master Sheet Metal Work- 
ers’ Journal, President Edwin L. Seabrook writes on 
the subject of trade protection as follows::. 


Something the master sheet metal -workers all over the 
country for years have justly complained about has been the 
ability of anybody to step into many of the sheet metal sup- 
ply houses and buy as cheap, if not cheaper, if he laid the 
cash down, than the masters who had a business to conduct, 
could get the same goods. 

So long had this evil been endured that until two years ago 
hope of any different conditions was not to be even thought 
of. Then the National Association came on the field, and 
plainly said it was opposed to the practice and that it proposed 
to use all honorable means to eradicate the evil. For two 
years it has hammered at this question drawing the jobbers’ 
attention to the injustice of it and advising the locals to take 
the matter up with them. The Journal takes pleasure in an- 
nouncing that plans are now about perfected whereby every 
locality where the locals are affiliated with the National body 
will be able to enjoy trade protection in reality if they will 
do just two things: buy from the house that will not sell to 
the consumer, and absolutely refuse to give one dollar’s worth 
of business to those who will not grant you this protection. 

To the credit of some supply houses let it be said that they 
do not sell to the consumer from principle; others refrain 
from it in some particular locality as a matter of expediency. 

The time has come when every supply house selling where 
there are National members must declare themselves in favor 
of or against the question at issue. There is no middle 
ground; the issue is clear, sharp, well defined. The houses 
that protect our members from principle will receive their 
trade. 

It is quite likely that, in view of the foregoing dec- 
laration of plans by the National Association, the 
master sheet workers in unorganized localities will 
get together without delay and organize for their own 
protection. Details of the plan decided upon will be 
announced later.

COATING CAST IRON WITH TIN. 








To be successful in coating cast iron with tin, says 
the Scientific American, the castings must be abso- 
lutely clean and free from sand or oixde. The greater 
the care in cleaning at the outset the better the result- 
ing work. Before the castings can receive a coating 
of tin it is necessary to remove the coating of scale 
or oxide, so the clean metal will be exposed to the 
tin. The castings are usually partly cleaned by means 
of a “rattler,” which removes much of the scale. They 
are then to be placed in a pickle of dilute muriatic 
acid until a clean surface is the result. If the pickle 
is warmed by means of a steam jet the operation will 
be hastened. The castings can be examined occa- 
sionally while in the pickle and any sand or black 
spots removed by means of a scraper or wire brush. 
The castings can then be washed, and if desired kept 
for a length of time by being placed under clean 
water. As long as they are covered with water they 
are not subject to oxidation. 

For a flux the castings are dipped in a mixture com- 
posed of four parts of a saturated solution of sal am- 
moniac and one part of muriatic acid. “Boiled” acid, 
as that combined with zinc is sometimes called, is not 
to be used. 

For tinning, the best block tin is required, and this 
should be melted in an iron pot, care being taken that 
it is not burned or overheated in melting. After the 
tin is melted it can be cleaned of impurities by taking 
a piece of green or wet wood secured to a pointed 
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iron rod, and fastening same’ so the wood will be kept 
at the bottom of the pot of melted metal for one or 
two hours, depending on the amount of impurity in 
the metal. The surface of the metal is to be skimmed 
occasionally by means of a perforated iron skimmer. 
To protect the surface of the metal from oxidation it 
can be covered with sal ammoniac. There is nothing 
to be added to the tin. : 

Another method is to cover the surface of the tin 
with tallow or palm oil. The casting is taken up by 
means of suitable tongs, dipped in the flux and then 
immersed in the melted tin and~held for a sufficient 
time to allow the surface to be tinned. The tin should 
not be so hot as to discolor when casting is removed. 
If desired the casting can be held for a time in an- 
other pot, which is to be partly filled with tallow or 
palm oil and kept at a temperature that will melt fin. 
This bath of grease will allow the casting to retain 
an even coating of tin, and allow any superfluous 
metal to drain off. The castings may be cleaned 
from the grease by first rubbing in sawdust and then 
in bran.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE, 

Plenty of indications of the beginning of the spring 
demand have been the feature of the hardware mar- 
ket during the past week. There has been a decided 
improvement in the demand from retailers, and hard- 
ware manufacturers report orders in increasing and 
satisfactory volume. Back orders have been fairly 
well cleared up in most lines since the stock-taking 
season and the congested conditions have largely dis- 
appeared. There has been little opportunity, however, 
for them to accumulate stocks in warehouse. Com- 
plaints of delays in getting deliveries of raw material 
continue to be heard and the Pittsburgh floods have 
not improved the situation in this respect. 

Chicago jobbers report a good business, generally 
larger than that of a year ago. 

The demand for wire nails from all sections con- 
tinues to increase, and the recent floods -have caused 
a further retarding of deliveries, owing to the en- 
forced shutting down of some of the mills. In the 
New York and Chicago markets demand is improving 
under the beginning of general building operations. 

In both barb and smooth wire, mills are still far 
behind on their deliveries, owing to prolonged inabil- 
ity to get raw material. 

The Cut Nail Association at its meeting March 26 
reaffirmed former prices, in spite of many predictions 
that prices would be advanced. Quotations are as 
follows, f. o. b. Pittsburgh: Carload lots, to jobbers, 
$2.05; less than carloads, to jobbers, $2.10; to retail- 
ers, $2.20. Iron cut nails at points west of Buffalo 
and Pittsburgh are held at 10 cents advance on steel 
cut nails. 





TIN PLATE. 


The market for tin plate is firm at unchanged 
prices. There is a heavy demand for delivery during 
the second and third quarters at premiums of 10c per 
box. Mills are worked to their full capacity to sup- 
ply the demand. Raw material costs are such that 
an advance in tin plate prices would not be surprising. 
The present prices stand at $4.09 for 100-pound coke 
plates f. o. b. New York and $3.90 f. o. b. Pittsburgh. 
Tin plates f. o. b. Swansea are 14s gd. The stock of 
tin plates in Swansea on March 7 was 119,669 boxes, 


against 182,384 at the same time last year.

Bar 
iron is still quoted at $1.65 Pittsburgh. Steel bars are 
in strong demand by the implement makers. 





PIG IRON. 


Indications of a heavy buying movement in the 
West are only one factor of the conditions that unit« 
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to maintain a firm tone in the pig iron market. While 
actual business has been of moderate proportions, 
there are numerous inquiries for iron that simply can- 
not be supplied, Furnaces in all parts of the country 
report being sold up until October. 

Northern No. 2 foundry continues firm at $23.50 
in the Chicago market for the last half, and there is 
as yet no appearance of lower prices in the pig iron 
market anywhere, the tendency being rather the other 
way. 

In Alabama, there is reported to be a very active 
demand, the quotation for nearby deliveries being 
about $23@23.50, at the furnace, while for the last 
half of the year, $18@19.50 is quoted at the furnace. 

The furnaces in the Pittsburgh district were very 
badly affected by the recent flood, but a part of them 
are going ahead again, though some will be out of 
commission for some time. Bessemer iron is firm at 
$22 for second quarter, and $21.50 for last half, both 
at furnace. No. 2 foundry iron is quotable at $24@ 
24.50, Valley, for prompt delivery; $23@23.50 for 
second quarter, and $21.50@22 for last half.

Rogers, Brown &- Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: , 

“Increased strength and active inquiry marked the iron 
trade during the week. Brisk inquiry and buying for the 
last half and the last four months of the year are especially 
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pronounced and consumers in all districts have been seriously 
sounding the market for these deliveries. A good tonnage 
has resulted and those furnaces which have felt that the state 
of their order books would permit, have taken on additional 
business. 

“For spot iron and early delivery, the inability of fur- 
naces and short supply is everywhere manifest and those who 
have been expecting to contract for additional tonnage that 
they might require during the second quarter are going to 
feel this shortage very seriously. It has been stated that 
60 per cent of the make of furnaces in Ohio has been dis- 
posed of for the last half of the year and some furnaces fig- 
ure their make for this period entirely disposed of and have 
withdrawn from the market. 

“Malleable and Bessemer iron are both strong azd 
supply limited. Recent sales of Bessemer iron in Pittsburg 
territory have practically cleaned up the entire source of sup- 
ply to July 1, and there is no doubt but what the little offer- 
ing prior to that time will command top prices, 

“Production in March will undoubtedly show a decided 
falling off due to the strain which has been put on furnaces 
and their natural shutting down in consequence. Added to 
this, has been the flood conditions in the Monongahela and 
Ohio river valleys which have been almost without precedent 
as to their effects on pig iron manufacture. 

“From Alabama also comes the report of decline in pro- 
duction, statistics giving 15 furnaces in that state now idle, 
all but three of which are undergoing repairs. 

“Coke business in this territory has been almost at a 
standstill during the past week on account of the demoralized 
condition of railroads and the handicap which manufacturers 
have had to meet with in the way of unusual weather con- 
ditions. Most shippers are behind on contracts, not from 
lack of production, but more directly due to the inadequate 
railroad facilities. On account of a number of the southern 
furnaces being out of blast, the furnace coke market is some- 
what freer with a good supply offering could it be promptly 
moved.” 


Matthew Addy & Company, Cincinnati, will say in their 
weekly report: 

“It is becoming evident thet furnace order books in many 
sections are better filled than was supposed. This week for 
example many orders for certain kinds of Northern iron for 
third quarter shipment have been declined simply because the 
furnaces had already sold more than there was any human 
probability they would make. We believe that the Northern 
and Virginia furnaces have had such a large share of the 
steady buying movement that has been so long in progress 
that some furnaces are not only full up but have unconscious- 
ly overdone the matter. Aiready several important merchant 
interests have announced that they have nothing left to sell 
except a little for the last quarter of the year. In Alabama 
and Tennessee the situation is much the same. They are 
in the South still much behind on their orders, and while it 
was announced that things would be easter by April Ist, yet 
now that that day has practically rolled around it is plain to 
be seen that the date when the Sonathern furnaces will catch 
up with their orders and be able to ship on time will have 
to be advanced not less than two months and probably quite 
a bit longer. 

“Business durmg the week in this market has consisted of 
odds and ends for spot shipment. Everything that was of- 
fered has found an immediate taker and ten times more has 
been wanted than could be secured. The bulk of the orders 
have been made up of comparatively small orders for forward 
delivery. The lesser consumers have been buying in lots of 
from 100 to 500 tons. We know ‘of no single transaction of 
any considerable size, but the sum total of all the orders 
has been very fine. Top prices are being realized—$23.00 for 
No. 2 for spot and $18.50 for No. 2 for the last half, these 
prices being f. o. b. Birmingham. Virginia furnaces are 
holding No. 2 at $22.00 for the last half. Ohio No. 1 for 
spot is $25.00 and for forward No. 2 is $21.50. These are the 
prices 2t which the business is actually being taken. _ 

“Several large interests are practically uncovered for the 
last half and some of them will need a heavy tonnage for 
the second quarter. They will have to buy and there seems 
no reason to expect anything but an indefinite continuance 
of the present strenuous situation. F 

“Coke has heen in fair demand with scattering orders from 
all districts for fair tonnages. The railroads have not and are 
not handling coke with anything like promptness and there 
are all kinds of justifiable complaints from consumers.”
